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Obama, Netanyahu Minimize Differences, Renew Call For Peace

WASHINGTON (AP) — Mini¬ 
mizing sharp differences. 
President Barack Obama 
and Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu reaf¬ 
firmed their commitment to 
seeking elusive Middle East 
peace on Monday, though 
prospects for an agree¬ 
ment between Israelis and 
Palestinians appear ever 
further out of reach. 

The U.S. and Israeli lead¬ 
ers' meeting at the White 
House marked the first time 
they had talked face-to- 
face in more than a year. 
They have long had a frosty 
relationship, and tensions 
peaked earlier this year 
amid Obama’s pursuit of 
an Iran nuclear deal that 
Netanyahu vigorously op¬ 
posed. 

Monday’s meeting was an 
attempt to reset ties for the 
final year of Obama's presi¬ 
dency. In comments to re¬ 
porters before their private 
talks, they sidestepped 
their disagreement on Iran, 
with Obama calling it a 
“narrow issue.” 

“We don’t have a dis¬ 
agreement on the need 
to making sure Iran does 
not get a nuclear weapon, 
and we don’t have a dis¬ 


agreement about us blunt¬ 
ing destabilizing activities 
in Iran that may be taking 
place,” Obama said. “So 
we're going to be looking 
to make sure we find com¬ 
mon ground there.” 
Netanyahu didn't mention 
the Iran matter at all in his 
public comments. But in 
their two-hour-long private 
session, Obama and Ne¬ 


tanyahu discussed ways to 
cooperate to ensure Iran 
lives up to its commitments 
under the deal, said a se¬ 
nior Obama administration 
official, who wasn't autho¬ 
rized to comment by name 
and requested anonymity. 
In public, the leaders em¬ 
phasized areas of shared 
interest, including negotia¬ 
tions on a new security ar¬ 


rangement and the goal 
of peace between Israelis 
and Palestinians, even as 
the two sides grapple with 
fresh outbreaks of violence. 
Obama said he was fo¬ 
cused on “how we can 
get back on a path toward 
peace, and how we can 
make sure that legitimate 
Palestinian aspirations are 
met through a political pro¬ 


cess, even as we make sure 
that Israel is able to secure 
itself.” 

Netanyahu declared, “We 
have not given up our hope 
for peace.” He reaffirmed 
his support for a two-state 
solution, though he gave 
no ground on the Israelis' 
longstanding conditions for 
achieving that outcome. 
The prime minister’s state¬ 
ment followed his apparent 
backtracking during Israeli 
elections earlier this year. 
At the time, U.S. officials 
said there would be policy 
ramifications for a Netan¬ 
yahu shift on statehood, 
including potentially easing 
opposition to Palestinians 
turning to the U.N. Security 
Council to create a state. 
On Monday, however, 
White House officials said 
Obama focused more on 
getting Netanyahu to out¬ 
line ways to keep confron¬ 
tations between Israelis 
and Palestinians to a mini¬ 
mum in the absence of a 
long-term solution. 

“This is certainly an op¬ 
portunity for Prime Minister 
Netanyahu to put forward 
some ideas to move this 
process toward a two-state 
solution,” White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest 
said of the meeting.Q

The shooting took place at 
the Jordan International

The Jordanian officer 
opened fire, killing the two 
Americans and a South Af¬ 
rican contractor before be¬ 
ing shot dead, government 
spokesman Mohammed 
Momani said. Two Jordani¬ 
ans were critically wound¬ 
ed and later died, he said. 
Momani did not release 
the assailant’s name, but 
a former Jordanian parlia¬ 
ment member, Suleiman 
Saed, identified him as his 
29-year-old relative, An¬ 
war Abu Zaid, a captain 
in the police force. He said 
the assailant's identity was 
given to him by a senior of¬ 
ficial in the Public Security 
Department. 


A U.S. official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity 
because he was not au¬ 
thorized to brief the media, 
said eight people died in 
the attack, but Momani 
would only confirm five.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) — The 

president of the University 
of Missouri system and the 
head of its flagship campus 
resigned Monday with the 
football team and others 
on campus in open revolt 
over what they saw as indif¬ 
ference to racial tensions 
at the school. 

President Tim Wolfe, a for¬ 
mer business executive 
with no previous experi¬ 
ence in academic leader¬ 
ship, took “full responsibility 
for the frustration” students 
expressed and said their 
complaints were “clear” 
and “real.” 

For months, black student 
groups had complained 
that Wolfe was unrespon¬ 
sive to racial slurs and other 
slights on the overwhelm¬ 
ingly white main campus of 
the state’s four-college sys¬ 
tem. The complaints came 
to a head two days ago, 
when at least 30 black foot¬ 
ball players announced 
that they would not play 
until the president left. A 
graduate student went on 
a weeklong hunger strike. 
Wolfe's announcement 
came at the start of what 
had been expected to 
be a lengthy closed-door 
meeting of the school’s 
governing board. 

“This is not the way change 
comes about," he said, al¬ 
luding to recent protests, 
in a halting statement that 
was simultaneously apolo¬ 
getic, clumsy and defiant. 
“We stopped listening to 
each other.” 

He urged students, faculty 
and staff to use the resig¬ 
nation “to heal and start 


talking again to make the 
changes necessary.” 

Hours later, the top ad¬ 
ministrator of the Colum¬ 
bia campus, Chancellor R. 
Bowen Loftin, announced 


that he would step down 
at the end of the year and 
shift to leading research ef¬ 
forts. 

The school’s undergradu¬ 
ate population is 79 per¬ 
cent white and 8 percent 
black. The state is about 83 
percent white and nearly 
12 percent black. The Co¬ 
lumbia campus is about 
120 miles west of Ferguson, 
Missouri, where Michael 
Brown was killed last year 
in a fatal shooting that 
helped spawn the national 
“Black Lives Matter” move¬ 
ment rebuking police treat¬ 
ment of minorities. 

In response to the race 


complaints, Wolfe had 
taken little public action 
and made few statements. 
As students leveled more 
grievances this fall, he was 
increasingly seen as aloof. 


out of touch and insensitive 
to their concerns. He soon 
became the protesters’ 
main target. 

In a statement issued Sun¬ 
day, Wolfe acknowledged 
that “change is needed” 
and said the university was 
working to draw up a plan 
by April to promote diver¬ 
sity and tolerance. But by 
the end of that day, a cam¬ 
pus sit-in had grown in size, 
graduate student groups 
planned walkouts and poli¬ 
ticians began to weigh in. 
After the resignation an¬ 
nouncement, students 
and teachers in Columbia 
hugged and chanted. 


Sophomore Katelyn Brown 
said she wasn’t necessar¬ 
ily aware of chronic rac¬ 
ism at the school, but she 
applauded the efforts of 
black student groups. 


“I personally don’t see it a 
lot, but I'm a middle-class 
white girl,” she said. “I stand 
with the people experienc¬ 
ing this.” She credited so¬ 
cial media with propelling 
the protests, saying it of¬ 
fered “a platform to unite.” 
At a news conference 
Monday, head football 
coach Gary Pinkel said his 
players were concerned 
with the health of Jonathan 
Butler, who had not eaten 
for a week as part of pro¬ 
tests against Wolfe. 

“During those discussions,” 
athletic director Mack 
Rhoades said, “there was 
never any talk about any¬ 


body losing their job. It was 
simply and primarily about 
a young man’s life.” 

After Wolfe’s announce¬ 
ment, Butler ended his 
strike. He appeared weak 
and unsteady as two peo¬ 
ple helped him into a sea 
of celebrants on campus. 
Many broke into dance 
upon seeing him. 

Football practice was to 
resume Tuesday ahead of 
Saturday’s game against 
Brigham Young University 
at Arrowhead Stadium, the 
home of the NFL’s Kansas 
City Chiefs. Canceling the 
game could have cost the 
school more than $1 million. 
Shaun Harper, executive di¬ 
rector for the Study of Race 
and Equity in Education at 
the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, said the black football 
players “understood that 
they have the power.” 
“That is so rare,” said Harp¬ 
er, who authored a 2013 
study on black male stu¬ 
dent-athletes and racial 
inequities in NCAA Division 
I sports. “Not in our modern 
history have we seen black 
students collectively flex 
their muscle in this way." 
The protests began after 
the student government 
president, who is black, said 
in September that people 
in a passing pickup truck 
shouted racial slurs at him. 
In early October, members 
of a black student organi¬ 
zation said slurs were hurled 
at them by an apparently 
drunken white student. 
Frustrations flared again 
during a homecoming pa¬ 
rade, when black protest¬ 
ers blocked Wolfe’s car, 
and he did not get out and 
talk to them. They were re¬ 
moved by police.Q

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Lawyer: Motorist had hands up as police killed his boy

MARKSVILLE, Louisiana (AP) 

— A police body camera 
recorded the father of a 
6-year-old autistic boy with 
his hands up and posing no 
threat as police opened 
fire into his car, severely 
wounding the motorist and 
killing his son, the man's 
lawyer said Monday. 

“This was not a threaten¬ 
ing situation for the po¬ 
lice,” said Mark Jeansonne, 
the attorney for Chris Few, 
who remained hospitalized 
Monday and could not at¬ 
tend the funeral of his son, 
Jeremy Mardis. 

Jeansonne (ZHAN’-sawn) 
spoke with The Associated 
Press after a closed hear¬ 
ing in a Louisiana jail where 
he said the two local mar¬ 
shals were ordered held 
on $1 million bonds. Derrick 
Stafford, 32, of Mansura, 
and Norris Greenhouse Jr., 
23, of Marksville, are both 
charged with second-de¬ 
gree murder and attempt¬ 
ed second-degree murder. 
The lawyer said he still 
hasn’t seen the video, 
but its contents were de¬ 


scribed to the judge during 
the hearing. 

He also said that while 
Few’s condition is improv¬ 
ing, he has not yet been 
told that his son died at 
the scene. State police de¬ 
clined to comment, citing 
the ongoing investigation. 
Also Monday, District At¬ 
torney Charles A. Riddle 
recused himself from the 
case because one of his 
top assistant prosecutors is 
the father of Greenhouse. 
The case is “not good for 
any of us,” Riddle said. 

The state attorney gener¬ 
al’s office will take over the 
prosecution. 

The possibility that the offi¬ 
cers could post bond and 
be released Monday, de¬ 
spite the murder charges, 
didn't sit well with some 
townspeople who gath¬ 
ered outside the jail. 

“This child couldn’t hurt a 
fly and his life is gone. I feel 
justice was not served,” 
said Latasha Murray. 
Louisiana State Police an¬ 
nounced late Friday that 
they had arrested the 
two marshals in Tuesday's

NYC officer who worked at 
ground zero dies of cancer 


NEW YORK (AP) — Fam¬ 
ily members, officers and 
friends have said farewell 
to a police lieutenant who 
worked at ground zero af¬ 
ter the Sept. 11, 2001 at¬ 
tacks and recently died of 
cancer. 

Funeral services were held 
Sunday for New York Po¬ 
lice Department Lt. Marci 
Simms, of Long Island. She 
died of lung cancer Thurs¬ 
day at her home. 

Relatives said the 51-year- 
old Simms was one of the 
thousands of first respond¬ 
ers who worked at ground 
zero. She spent more than 
four months doing rescue, 
recovery and cleanup 
work among the smolder¬ 
ing rubble, and she later 
became ill, they said. 
Simms, in a project pro¬ 
duced by the Stony Brook 
University School of Jour¬ 
nalism last year, talked 
about the conditions at 
ground zero, CBS New York 
reported. 


“It was smoky," she said. 
“You felt like it was just 
burning your throat." 

Simms' husband, Keith, 
cared for her as she be¬ 
came increasingly sick. 
Doctors have been moni¬ 
toring 9/11 workers closely 
for any sign that toxins 
at the site gave people 
cancer. No such link has 
been found for lung can¬ 
cer, but research is ongo¬ 
ing. Ground zero workers 
who get the disease may 
still qualify for free medical 
care and compensation 
from a federal program set 
to expire next year. 

Simms joined the New 
York Police Department in 
1998 after graduating from 
John Jay College of Crimi¬ 
nal Justice. She worked in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn 
before joining the 107th 
Precinct in Queens in 2013. 
“Her heart's desire was al¬ 
ways to be a policeman,” 
her sister, Susan Fosco, told 
the Daily News.Q

Clinton files paperwork to be on New Hampshire ballot

CONCORD, New Hamp¬ 
shire (AP) — Hillary Rodham 
Clinton signed paperwork 
Monday establishing her as 
a Democratic presidential 
candidate in New Hamp¬ 
shire’s first-in-the-nation pri¬ 
mary next February — and 
within moments took an 
implicit swipe at chief rival 
Bernie Sanders. 


“Well, I’m a Democrat. I just 
signed papers saying I’m a 
Democrat. He has to speak 
for himself," Clinton, an¬ 
swering a question about 
her differences with Sand¬ 
ers, told reporters after filing 
her candidacy. “I will put 
forth my position. If there’s 
a contrast, there's a con¬ 
trast. I’m just proud to be a 
Democrat and I’m proud 
that I’ve worked so hard for 


the Democratic party.” 
Sanders, a self-proclaimed 
democratic socialist, filed 
paperwork in New Hamp¬ 
shire last week declaring 
that he was a Democrat. 
He was elected to the Sen¬ 
ate from Vermont as an in¬ 
dependent, but caucuses 
with the Democrats. 
Clinton's dig came a few 
days before the two, plus 
former Maryland Gov. Mar¬ 


tin O'Malley, meet for the 
next televised Democratic 
presidential debate on Sat¬ 
urday. 

In the meantime, Clinton 
was courting New Hamp¬ 
shire voters by casting 
herself as “a proud Demo¬ 
crat” who would build on 
President Barack Obama’s 
legacy. 

Reprising a line that has 
become a crowd favorite, 
Clinton told a rally by the 
steps of the state capitol 
that Obama hasn’t re¬ 
ceived the “credit he de¬ 
serves" for helping the na¬ 
tion emerge from a deep 
recession — and made a 
passing reference to the 
economic mantra of her 
husband, former President 
Bill Clinton, whose come- 
from-behind second place 
finish in New Hampshire 
propelled his candidacy in 
1992. 

“This election is still going 
to be about the economy, 
right? That’s what it was 
about when my husband 
ran back in ‘92 in New 
Hampshire. That's what it’s 
still about,” Clinton said. 

Her comments came dur¬ 
ing a busy week of cam¬ 


paigning in New Hampshire 
and a pair of debates — 
among Republicans Tues¬ 
day night and the Demo¬ 
cratic candidates on Sat¬ 
urday night in Iowa, their 
first since the field has win¬ 
nowed to three main can¬ 
didates. 

Sanders and O'Malley have 
been stepping up their criti¬ 
cism of Clinfon since the 
first debate, but she's sug¬ 
gested she’s saving most of 
her fire for Republicans. 
Sanders has drawn sup¬ 
port from the Democratic 
Party’s liberal wing, and is 
mounting a strong chal¬ 
lenge to Clinton in the early 
voting states of Iowa and 
New Hampshire. But na¬ 
tional polls show Clinton 
with a sizable lead over her 
main challenger and she 
remains the favorite to win 
the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion. Clinton was the last of 
the three main Democratic 
candidates to file. Sand¬ 
ers and O'Malley filed pa¬ 
perwork at the secretary 
of state’s office last week. 
Candidates have until Nov. 
20 to file for the primary. 

It's expected to be held 
Feb. 90 


Regulators consider what to do about collapsed lobster stock

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

Interstate fishing regulators 
are considering what to do 
about southern New Eng¬ 
land’s collapsed lobster 
population, and fishermen 
fear new restrictions could 
land on them as a result. 
The lobster population has 
sunk to the lowest levels 
on record in southern New 
England waters, affecting 
once-productive fishing 
grounds off Rhode Island 
and southern Massachu¬ 


setts. The catch off Rhode 
Island is a third of the size 
that it was in the late 1990s, 
and it has all but disap¬ 
peared off Connecticut. 

A science committee of 
the Atlantic States Ma¬ 
rine Fisheries Commission is 
working on a report about 
the lobster stock that the 
commission’s lobster board 
will see in February. 

The board could then 
make a decision about the 
future of the fishery, includ¬ 
ing changing quotas or 
enacting new restrictions. 


William Adler, a longtime 
Massachusetts lobstermen 
and a member of the lob¬ 
ster board, said that a mor¬ 
atorium is not likely on the 
table but that something 
needs to be done to con¬ 
serve the region’s lobsters, 
which are beloved by res¬ 
taurant diners. “You can’t 
let them go free, and you 
can’t shut them down,” he 
said. 

“Both extremes are not 
workable." The declines in 
lobsters off southern New 
England are largely in re¬ 


sponse to continued fish¬ 
ing pressure and adverse 
environmenfal conditions, 
including higher water 
temperatures, the commis¬ 
sion said in a summary of a 
report if issued about the 
subject this summer. 

The outlook for lobsters is 
much better in Maine, by 
far the most productive 
lobster fishing state in the 
country. 

Fishermen there have land¬ 
ed more than 100 million 
pounds of lobster for four 
years in a row. 


Overall, lobster availability 
and price have both been 
fairly high in recenf months. 
The high price has allowed 
fishermen to reinvest in 
gear and boats, and new 
restrictions would curtail 
that growth, said Beth Ca- 
soni, executive director of 
the Massachusetts Lobster- 
men’s Association. 

“We want to make sure the 
measures aren’t overly bur¬ 
densome,” she said. “You 
could lose infrastructure — 
piers, bait suppliers, marine 
stores.”□

LONDON (AP) — The Eu¬ 
ropean Union will have to 
become more flexible if it 
wants Britain to stay in the 
28-nation bloc. Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron said 
Monday, as he insisted he 
is "deadly serious” about 
leaving if he doesn’t get 
his way. 

The U.K. government will 
publish its list of demands 
for negotiation with oth¬ 


er EU nations on Tuesday, 
and is seeking to impress 
upon its neighbors that a 
“Brexit” is a real possibility. 
“The argument isn’t wheth¬ 
er Britain could survive out¬ 
side the EU —of course we 
could," Cameron said. 
“The argument is, how are 
we going to be best off?” 
Britain, which has long had 
an ambivalent relationship 
with the EU and its vision 
of a borderless Europe, will 
hold a referendum by the 


end of 2017 on whether to 
remain or leave. 

Cameron says he wants 
to stay in — provided he 
secures changes allowing 
Britain greater autonomy. 
So far, his goals have been 
short on detail, beyond a 
general desire to control 
immigration by limiting 
welfare benefits for new 
arrivals and to ensure that 
the 19 eurozone countries 
can’t impose measures on 
non-euro members. 


Other EU nations have 
been broadly sympathet¬ 
ic, but say they want to 
see concrete proposals 
from Britain. 

Cameron will publish his 
negotiating demands 
Tuesday in a letter to Eu¬ 
ropean Council President 
Donald Tusk. His office said 
Monday that Britain would 
seek reform in four areas 
— “sovereignty, economic 
governance, competitive¬ 
ness and migration/wel¬ 
fare.” 

Cameron is also due to 
give a speech in London 
about the demands on 
Tuesday morning. 
Cameron told employers’ 
organization the Confed¬ 
eration of British Industry 
on Monday that he wants 
a looser, “more competi¬ 
tive” EU that gives greater 
protection to countries, in¬ 
cluding Britain, that don't 
use the euro currency 
shared by 19 EU nations. 

He said he was seeking “a 
live-and-let-live Europe, a 
flexible Europe.” 

“We want to be in a com¬ 
mon market, not a com¬ 
mon country,” he said. 
Cameron faces the tough 
task of making the pro- 
Europe case while facing 
down the many anti-EU 
members of his Conser¬ 
vative Party, who believe 


he’s not serious about 
leaving the bloc. 

He was briefly heckled 
Monday by Euroskeptic 
students who held up a 
banner calling the CBI 
group “the voice of Brus¬ 
sels.” Many business inter¬ 
ests in Britain favor remain¬ 
ing in the EU, fearing wide 
disruption for U.K. manu¬ 
facturers and for London’s 
financial industry if the 
country leaves the EU's 500 
million-person common 
market. 

Cameron insisted “people 
in Europe know I am dead¬ 
ly serious.” 

“If it’s flexible enough, 
we’ll stay,” he said. “If it’s 
not flexible enough, we 
will have to ask ourselves 
a very profound question: 
Is this organization for us?” 
He insisted that Britain, as 
the world’s fifth-biggest 
economy, could survive 
outside the EU. 

That view was echoed by 
Foreign Secretary Philip 
Hammond, who is visiting 
the United Nations in New 
York. 

“If we had to operate out¬ 
side the European Union, 
we would do so," Ham¬ 
mond told reporters. “It 
would be challenging. We 
would have to rethink the 
way we operated, but it is 
not impossible.”□ 


Catalan lawmakers approve plan for secession from Spain

— The regional parliament 
of Catalonia launched a 
plan Monday to set up a 
road map for indepen¬ 
dence from Spain by 2017, 
defying warnings from the 
central government in Ma¬ 
drid that it is violating the 
nation's constitution.

The chamber, based in the 
northeastern city of Barce¬ 
lona, passed the secession 
resolution in a 72-63 vote. 
The proposal was made by 
pro-secession lawmakers 
from the “Together for Yes” 
alliance and the extreme 
left-wing Popular Unity 
Candidacy (CUP). The 
groups together obtained 
a parliamentary majority in 
regional elections in Sep¬ 


tember that they present¬ 
ed as a stand-in plebiscite 
on independence after 
the central government in 
Madrid refused to allow an 
official referendum. 

Spain’s government react¬ 
ed swiftly Monday. In a na¬ 
tionally televised address, 
Rajoy said his government 
will appeal the decision at 
the Constitutional Court, 
which has in the past 
blocked moves toward in¬ 


dependence. 

“Catalonia is not going 
anywhere. Nothing is going 
to break,” Rajoy said. 

He added he would meet 
with the leader of the main 
opposition Socialist Party, 
Pedro Sanchez, to forge 
a common front against 
the separatists. The resolu¬ 
tion passed by the Catalan 
parliament in its first post¬ 
election session declared 
“the start of a process to¬ 


ward the creation of an in¬ 
dependent Catalan state 
in the form of a republic" 
and a “process of demo¬ 
cratic disconnection not 
subject to the decisions by 
the institutions of the Span¬ 
ish state.”

Fire at chemical complex sends 
thick smoke over Dutch town 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Students were kept 
late at school and resi¬ 
dents were warned to stay 
inside and shut their doors 
and windows Monday in 
a southern Dutch city as 
firefighters battled a fierce 
blaze at a chemical indus¬ 
try complex. 

Dark gray smoke billowed 
out of a blazing warehouse 
at the Chemelot complex 
in Geleen, 200 kilometers 
(120 miles) south of Amster¬ 
dam, for much of the after¬ 
noon until firefighters man¬ 
aged to control the fire. 
The regional security coor¬ 


dination organization said 
there were no chemicals 
stored in the building that 
was destroyed by the fire 
and that no injuries were 
caused by the blaze or 
the smoke. Three nearby 
railway stations and roads 
leading to the complex 
were temporarily closed 
amid the heavy smoke. By 
late afternoon, warnings 
for all but one neighbor¬ 
hood near the blaze had 
been lifted. Monday’s fire 
came just four days after 
a blaze at an ammonium 
plant located on the same 
complex.Q

They need cash and fast 
so they can start operating 
normally — the most visible 
sign that they are nowhere 
near normal is that cash 
withdrawals remain con¬ 
fined to a paltry 60 euros a 
day or 420 euros a week. 
Last month, the European 
Central Bank said Greece’s 
banks need 14.4 billion eu¬ 
ros in fresh money to get 
back on their feet and 
resume normal business. 
That’s actually lower than 
many had anticipated. Up 
to 25 billion euros is avail¬ 
able from the bailout. 


Klaus Regling, the head 
of the European Stabil¬ 
ity Mechanism, the institu¬ 
tion that actually pays out 
the bailout cash, said the 
smaller capital shortfall 
means Greece’s latest res¬ 
cue will “very likely” be less 
than the up-to-86 billion 
euros initially foreseen. 
“That's good news for 
Greece because it means 
the debt increase will be 
less and also good for ESM 
as we keep more remain¬ 
ing firepower,” he said.

Russia finalizes missile contract with Iran

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia 
has finalized a contract for 
the delivery of advanced 
air-defense missile systems 
to Iran, the head of a Rus¬ 
sian state-controlled indus¬ 
trial conglomerate said 
Monday. 

Sergei Chemezov, the 
head of Russian Technolo¬ 
gies, the holding company 
that includes the Rosobo- 
ronexport arms trader, said 
Monday on a trip to Dubai 
that “the contract with Iran 
for the S-300 has entered 
into force,” according to 
Russian news agencies. 
Russia in 2010 froze a deal 
to supply advanced S-300 
missile systems to Iran, link¬ 
ing the decision to U.N. 
sanctions. President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin lifted the suspen¬ 
sion earlier this year fol¬ 
lowing Iran’s deal with six 
world powers that curbed 
its nuclear program in ex¬ 


change for relief from in¬ 
ternational sanctions. 
Once the first part of the 
contract is fulfilled, Mos¬ 
cow expects Iran to drop 
its lawsuit at a court in Ge¬ 
neva seeking damages for 
the suspension of the origi¬ 
nal deal, Chemezov said. 
He wouldn’t specify what 
version of the system Russia 
will supply or when the de¬ 
livery will be made. Russian 
officials have said that the 
specific model of the S-300 
that Russia was to deliver 
under the 2007 contract is 
no longer produced, and 
offered Iran a modified 
version of it. 

The missile system deal has 
long worried Israel and 
other countries in the re¬ 
gion, as well as the U.S., 
which see it as destabiliz¬ 
ing. 

Arieh Herzog, a former 
head of Israel’s Missile De¬ 
fense Program, said he 
didn’t expect the ship¬ 


ment to set off a regional 
arms race and that as far 
as Israel was concerned ifs 
main impact was to com¬ 
plicate any potential Israeli 
airstrike against Iran. 

“The nature of deployment 
in Iran would be defensive 
and trying to prevent the 
capability of our air force 
to operate there as it may 
be capable of operating 
today,” he said. "There will 
be a dramatic change in 
their capability and it does 
not create a reasonable 
environment for any op¬ 
eration of our air force.” 
Herzog said another Israeli 
fear was that if deployed 
to Iran’s ally Syria, the pow¬ 
erful systems could fall into 
the hands of the Islamic 
State group. 

Moscow has insisted the 
S-300 is a purely defensive 
system that wouldn’t jeop¬ 
ardize the security of Israel 
or any other countries in 
the Middle East.Q 


Thousands of Russians leave 
Egypt over security concerns

CAIRO (AP) — Thousands of Russians vacationers were 
heading home from Egypt on Monday aboard special- 
planes sent by Moscow, which has suspended all flights 
to Egypt amid security concerns in the aftermath of the 
Oct. 31 plane crash of a Russian airliner that killed all 
224 people onboard. 

Other airliners from Britain and Western Europe also 
are arriving to bring their nationals home, after several 
countries and airlines last week suspended new flights 
to Egypt because of the security concerns as suspi¬ 
cions focused on fhe possibility that a bomb caused 
the Metrojet crash. 

U.S. and British officials have cited intelligence reports 
as indicating that the Oct. 31 flight from the Sinai resort 
town of Sharm el-Sheikh to St. Petersburg was brought 
down by a bomb on board. Most of the 224 people 
onboard were Russian tourists. 

British Foreign Secretary Phillip Hammond offered some 
of fhe strongest comments yet on the issue, telling re¬ 
porters on Monday that it "now looks more likely than 
not to have been an explosive device smuggled on to 
the plane” by operatives or loyalists of fhe Islamic State 
group. 

Hammond, speaking from the United Nations in New 
York, said the U.K. was willing to resume flights to Sharm 
el-Sheikh, but added, “That will depend on us working 
together with the Egyptian authorities and with the air¬ 
lines to put in place security arrangements which are 
robust.” Israel Defense Minister Moshe Yaalon told re¬ 
porters on Monday that there was a “high probability” 
that theplane was brought down by a bomb. 

Yaalon said he "would be surprised” if a planted ex¬ 
plosive device did not cause the crash. But he noted 
that Israel is not involved in the investigation and said 
his opinion was based on "what we hear and under¬ 
stand." Since the Russian suspension of Egypt flights 
was announced on Friday, dozens of airliners have 
been bringing Russian tourists back home, carrying 
only cabin baggage, while Russian cargo planes are 
hauling back the rest of their luggage. 

Russia’s Deputy Prime Minister Arkady Dvorkovich said 
it would take about two weeks to bring all the stranded 
Russian tourists back home. Dvorkovich, who has been 
made the point-man for the repatriation in the wake of 
the Russian plane crash in Sinai, said earlier in the day 
25,000 have already been brought back home since 
the weekend. Russian Prime Minister Dmitry Medvedev 
said he does not expect flights to Egypt to resume any 
time soon, saying that “it will take time” to ensure safe¬ 
ty of travelers in Egypt. He stopped short of giving a 
timeline for fhaf. □

Egypt police report senior IS 
militant killed in city of Cairo 


CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian po¬ 
lice have killed a top com¬ 
mander of a local Islamic 
State affiliate in a Cairo 
raid, the Interior Ministry 
said Monday. 

Ashraf Ali Hassanein Ghar- 
abli died in a firefight that 
erupted when police tried 
to arrest him on Sunday in 
the capital's El-Marg dis¬ 
trict, the statement said, 
adding that Gharabli had 
opened fire with a 9mm 
pistol when policemen ap¬ 
proached him outside his 
car. 

It said Gharabli was im¬ 
plicated in a series of mili¬ 
tant attacks, including the 
beheading of a Croatian 
engineer last summer, the 
killing of an American oil 
worker a year earlier, and 
the July bombing of the 


Italian Consulate in Cairo, 
which killed one person 
and wounded at least 10. 
The ministry said Gharabli 
attempted to assassinate 
the former Interior Minister 
Mohamed Ibrahim in 2013, 
and was behind the Sep¬ 
tember kidnapping and kill¬ 
ing of a guide in the West¬ 
ern Desert who the militants 
said had worked with secu¬ 
rity forces. 

Egyptian security forces 
have for years battled an 
Islamic insurgency based 
in the restive Sinai Penin¬ 
sula, where a local Islamic 
State affiliate has claimed 
a series of attacks against 
police and military check¬ 
points.

Venezuela says US 
intelligence plane 
violated airspace

CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AP) — Venezuela claims 
a U.S. Coast Guard plane 
it describes as an intel¬ 
ligence aircraft violated 
the South American coun¬ 
try’s airspace. 

Defense Minister Vladimir 
Padrino said Sunday the 
Dash-8 aircraft flew out of 
Curacao, a Dutch island 
not far off Venezuela's 
Caribbean coast. He said 
that during a 30-minute 
period the plane twice 
entered Venezuelan air¬ 
space over the tiny archi¬ 
pelago of Los Monjes on 
Friday while performing 
what appeared to be a 
reconnaissance mission 
in the Gulf of Venezuela, 
which is also bounded by 
Colombia. 

In comments on the state 
channel Telesur, Padrino 
said other U.S. reconnais¬ 
sance and military trans¬ 
port aircraft had flown 
close to Venezuela in re¬ 
cent days. 

While he offered no evi¬ 
dence to back the claims, 
he said the timing of the 
apparent maneuvers, as 
the country prepares for 
key legislative elections 
next month, was suspi¬ 
cious, recalling other U.S. 
military exercises that al¬ 
legedly preceded a brief 
coup in 2002 against then 
President Hugo Chavez. 
“It’s completely unusual 
that these types of aircraft, 
with all their electronic 
surveillance character¬ 
istics, to come near our 
area of influence,” said 
Padrino, adding that the 
USS George Washington 
aircraft carrier would pass 
nearby Venezuela around 
the same time as the Dec. 
6 vote.Q

JACKSON, Miss. (AP) — Pe¬ 
ter Malnati finished his final 
round with a one-stroke 
lead.

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Knox goes from cart boy to World Golf Championship winner

SHANGHAI (AP) — Rus¬ 
sell Knox would appear to 
have all the ingredients to 
succeed in golf. 

But that would be skimming 
over the details. 

Knox grew up in Scotland, 
the home of golf, and he 
once competed for his 
country in a youth tourna¬ 
ment, where he first saw 
Rory Mcllroy. He came to 
Florida to play college golf 
and was among the top 
players on his team for four 
years. As for his wife? He 
met her at Marsh Landing 
Country Club in Ponte Ve- 
dra Beach, Florida. 

Now for those details. 

“She was the tennis pro,” 
Knox said. “And I was the 
cart boy." 

He smiled at the memory 
Sunday at Sheshan Inter¬ 
national as he signed flags 
and caps to commemo¬ 
rate his two-shot victory 
in the HSBC Champions, 
making him the first player 
to win a World Golf Cham¬ 
pionship in his debut since 
the series began in 1999. 
The victory was not so 
much a long time coming 
for the 30-year-old Knox as 
much as it was a long jour¬ 
ney that was more about 
belief and hard work than 
raw talent. 

It took him five years just to 
reach the PGA Tour, and 
he lasted only one season 
before having to fight his 


way back. 

Progress was slow, but at 
least he was moving for¬ 
ward. 

Asked about his ama¬ 
teur days growing up in 
Inverness, he rubbed his 
forehead and said, “Oh, 
this might be hard. I wasn't 
very good.” 

It was at a European youth 
event in Spain where he 
saw Mcllroy. After hearing 
the sound the ball made off 
Mcllroy’s club, Knox knew 
he had his work cut out 
for him. Through a recruit¬ 
ing service, he landed a 
scholarship at Jacksonville 
University. The coach was 


Mike Flemming, who died 
of lung failure in the spring 
of 2014, and Knox choked 
up when he thought about 
the man who “taught me 
everything I know" about 
golf. 

“I didn’t realize how bad a 
golfer I was when I came to 
the U.S.,” Knox said. “What 
I mean by that was if I went 
to a bigger school, I would 
have been completely 
overwhelmed and devas¬ 
tated how good the other 
players were in this coun¬ 
try. Going to a small school 
like Jacksonville University, 
where I was the No. 1 and 
No. 2 player, allowed me to 


play every tournament. 
“The last time I checked, 
if you're not playing in 
tournaments, you're not 
improving." And he al¬ 
most didn't get in this one. 
Knox was in Malaysia for 
the CIMB Classic when he 
learned that J.B. Holmes 
had pulled out of the HSBC 
Champions and he was in. 
One problem: he needed 
a Chinese visa, and he had 
a tee time Friday. His wife, 
Andrea, filled out forms 
and got them to the con¬ 
sulate in Kuala Lumpur. 
They weren’t approved un¬ 
til Monday afternoon, flew 
overnight to Shanghai, and 


his wife carried his bag in 
his lone practice round be¬ 
cause his caddie was still 
waiting on his visa. 

The rest of the week was a 
blur. Perhaps the smartest 
move all week was not fin¬ 
ishing the third round in the 
dark Saturday, choosing to 
get up Sunday morning to 
play the par-5 18th. He hit 
wedge to 3 feet for birdie 
to tie Kevin Kisner for the 
lead, and then he kept his 
poise during what had the 
feel of David vs. Goliath. 
Knox and Dustin Johnson 
started to pull away early. 
Knox chose not to watch 
Johnson for the front nine 
to avoid getting intimidat¬ 
ed by Johnson’s power, 
though he couldn't ignore 
that he was some 50 yards 
behind in the fairway. No 
matter. He hit fairways and 
fired longer irons into the 
green to stay ahead. 

The only sign of a struggle 
was missing a 3-foot birdie 
putt on No. 8 and making 
bogey on the next hole to 
fall into a five-way tie. 

He thought back to the 
wall outside the clubhouse 
that featured winners of 
the HSBC Champions and 
other World Golf Champi¬ 
onships. 

“They’re superstars,” Knox 
said. “I kept saying, ‘If I 
want to win tournaments 
and be like a star, you’ve 
got to do it. In the past, I 
think I was afraid to take up 
the space.Q

ner in five events this sea¬ 
son.

Key injuries could determine playoff races in 2nd half

Just as important as filling 
a roster with skilled play¬ 
ers is keeping that talent 
healthy. 

In no place is that more ap¬ 
parent than the AFC North, 
which pretty much already 
has been decided by who 
has avoided sick bay. 

The Bengals are 8-0 on 
merit, but other than line¬ 
backer Vontaze Burfict, 
they’ve stayed away from 
impactful injuries. The rest 
of the division has been an 
M.A.S.H. unit. 

Baltimore is languishing at 
2-6 in part because of an 
epidemic that has cost the 
Ravens their top defensive 
player, linebacker Terrell 
Suggs, and their one elite 
receiver, Steve Smith. Bal¬ 
timore has 12 players on 
injured reserve and, shock¬ 
ingly considering its history 
for nearly two decades, is 
in the running for the top 
overall draft pick. 

“You move on, That’s 
what you have to do,” 
coach John Harbaugh 
says. “It never changes. 
We're never going to use 
excuses, we're never go¬ 
ing to say that we don’t 
have enough firepower 
or enough ammunition. 
We're never going to say 
that because we don’t be¬ 
lieve it. We always believe 
that we’ve got players in 
the pipeline that can get 
the job done." 

Cleveland also has been 
ravaged. Quarterback 
Josh McCown's gutsy dis¬ 
play on the field despite 
a shoulder problem was 
admirable, if somewhat 
counterproductive. Star 
cornerback Joe Haden is 
battling concussion issues, 
as is safety Donte Whit- 
ner. Coach Mike Pettine is 
fortunate if he can find 11 
supposedly healthy players 
to start on defense. 


Then there's Pittsburgh, 
which saw Le’Veon Bell, 
its 2014 All-Pro running 
back, go out with a torn- 
up knee in Week 8. Now, 
it's QB Ben Roethlisberger, 
who already missed four 
games with a knee issue 
and hurt his left foot on 
Sunday. He's gone for at 
least one game, and with 


the Steelers at 5-4, that’s a 
huge deal for their playoff 
chances. 

Pittsburgh has remained 
competitive because of 
an improved defense, the 
magnificence of receiver 
Antonio Brown, and the 
timely signing in the offsea¬ 
son of DeAngelo Williams 
as a backup to Bell. But 
such major injuries even¬ 
tually catch up to teams, 
and the Steelers still have 
Seattle, Indianapolis, Cin¬ 
cinnati and Denver on the 
schedule.

Dallas (2-6) is Exhibit A, 
with Tony Romo’s collar¬ 
bone following Dez Bry- 
anf’s broken foot. Bryant 
is back, Romo will be by 


the end of the month, but 
not linebacker Sean Lee, 
the defensive leader, who 
is dealing with concussion 
issues. Even before Bryant 
and Romo went down, top 
cornerback Orlando Scan- 
drick was lost for the sea¬ 
son with a torn ACL.

- The most efficient Jets 
blocker has been slowed 
by neck issues. Not good 
on a run-oriented team. 

LB ALEC OGLETREE, RAMS 

- St. Louis’ most versatile 
defender should return by 
the end of the season. Will 
the Rams still be in the wild¬ 
card race? 

DT HARRY ANDERSON and 
DE ARTHUR JONES, COLTS - 
Anderson was a revelation 
as a rookie, and Jones will 
continue being missed in 
the trenches. 

RB ARIAN FOSTER, TEXANS 

- A team with uncertain 
quarterbacking can’t af¬ 
ford to lose its top runner. 
QB TEDDY BRIDGEWATER, 
VIKINGS - Minnesota’s turn¬ 
around could be short- 
circuited if Bridgewater's 
concussion sidelines him 
for a while. 

RB JAMAAL CHARLES, 
CHIEFS - Kansas City is on 
the periphery of the wild¬ 
card chase, but not likely 
to stay there minus its best 
playmaker.

Jose Calderon, Robin Lo¬ 
pez and Langston Gallo¬ 
way all scored 14 points for 
the Knicks, who snapped 
a three-game losing streak 
with their first home victory 
of the season. 

CAVALIERS 101, PACERS 97 
CLEVELAND (AP) — LeBron 
James scored 29 points 
playing with a bruised 
quadriceps, and the Cav¬ 
aliers beat the Pacers for 
their sixth straight win.

Kobe says another Olympics ‘would mean the world’ to him

Bryant said Monday that 
he still wants to be part of 
the team that USA Bas¬ 
ketball will send to the 
2016 Rio de Janeiro Olym¬ 
pics, a tournament that 
theoretically could mark 
the end of his competi¬ 
tive basketballcareerif he 
retires at the conclusion 
of this NBA season. Bryant

helped the U.S. win gold 
at the 2008 Beijing Games 
and 2012 London Games. 
“It would mean the world 
to me to be around those 
guys,” Bryant said in an 


interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “I think to be 
able to have a chance to 
continue the relationship 
that I already have with 
most of those guys, talk¬ 
ing and just kind of being 
around each other and 
understanding that this is 
it, it’s just us being togeth¬ 
er, that would be fun.” 
Bryant is in his 20th sea¬ 
son with the Lakers, and 
questions have been 
rampant for some time 
whether this NBA year will 
be his last. Bryant has sug¬ 
gested that he's leaning 
in that direction, though 
has stopped short of mak¬ 
ing a true retirement an¬ 
nouncement. 

The notion of Bryant be¬ 
ing on the Olympic team 
started being bandied 
about in earnest in Au¬ 


gust, when USA Basket¬ 
ball chairman Jerry Col- 
angelo revealed that 
he had spoken with the 
five-time NBA champion 

— who previously said 
he wouldn’t play in Rio 

— about the potential of 
being on the team. The 
12 players on the list for 
Rio is expected to be re¬ 
vealed in June. 

“How I feel now is that I 
feel like I can add value 
from a leadership per¬ 
spective and a defensive 
perspective,” Bryant said. 
“I can still move extreme¬ 
ly well defensively.” 

Bryant will turn 38 two 
days after the gold-med¬ 
al game in Rio. He has 
been on five different 
USABasketball national 
teams, with those teams 
combining to go 36-0 in 


international competi¬ 
tion. If he is picked for Rio, 
he and other veterans 
like LeBron James, Chris 
Paul and Carmelo Antho¬ 
ny would have a chance 
at becoming the first U.S. 
men to win Olympic bas¬ 
ketball gold three times. 

"I would like to play,” Bry¬ 
ant said. “I think it’d be 
awesome. A beautiful ex¬ 
perience. I’m a global kid. 
I grew up in Italy, I know 
a lot of athletes from dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world, 
from different sports. It'd 
be great to play in that 
environment.” 

Bryant is the third-leading 
scorer in NBA history. He's 
averaging 16.5 points per 
game so far this season, 
and he and the Lakers 
visit the Miami Heat on 
Tuesday night.Q

Jr. and Trevor Hoffman are 
among 15 newcomers on 
this year’s Hall of Fame bal¬ 
lot and will face a newly 
trimmed electorate along 
with steroid-tainted hold¬ 
overs Barry Bonds, Roger 
Clemens, Mark McGwire 
and Sammy Sosa. 

David Eckstein, Troy Glaus, 
Mike Hampton, Mike Lowell 
and Billy Wagner also are 
among the players eligible 
for the first time on the 32- 
man ballot announced 
Monday. A vote of at least 
75 percent from the Base¬ 
ball Writers' Association 
of America is needed for 
election. Results will be an¬ 
nounced Jan. 6. 

The Hall's board of direc¬ 
tors announced a change 
in July, cutting voters from 
about 600 to 450 by elimi¬ 
nating writers who had not 
been active in the game 
for more than 10 years. 
Previously, the electorate 
included people who had 
been active BBWAA mem¬ 
bers for 10 consecutive 
years at any point. 

Randy Johnson, Pedro

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Mysterious electric car startup looking to build $1B factory

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

luxury electric car market 
may be small, but it's lucra¬ 
tive enough to get another 
jolt — this time from a mys¬ 
terious startup that says it 
wants to re-imagine how 
people interact with their 
autos. 

The startup’s name is Far¬ 
aday Future, and it has 
been hunting for a place 
to build what it says will be 
a $1 billion manufacturing 
plant for a new line of cars. 
Four states are contenders 
and the company says to 
expect an announcement 
within weeks. 

Headquartered in a low- 
profile office just south 
of Los Angeles, Faraday 
is holding a lot of details 
close. Though it won't con¬ 
firm the source of its funds, 
documents filed in Califor¬ 
nia poinf fo a parent com¬ 
pany run by a Chinese bil¬ 
lionaire who styles himself 
after Apple’s late Steve 
Jobs. 

Based on the few other 
public clues, Faraday is fol¬ 
lowing fhe path blazed by 
Tesla Motors, its would-be 
rival hundreds of miles (ki¬ 
lometers) away in Silicon 
Valley. 

Like Tesla, Faraday’s car 
will be all-electric, and de¬ 
but at the high end. 

The startup of about 400 
employees has poached 
executive talent from Tesla 
and also draws its name 


from a luminary scientist — 
Michael Faraday — who 
helped harness for human¬ 
ity the forces of nature. 
Even Faraday’s public an¬ 
nouncement that Califor¬ 


nia, Georgia, Louisiana 
and Nevada are finalists for 
the factory mirrors the ap¬ 
proach Tesla took to build 
a massive battery factory. 
Nevada won that bidding 
war among several states 
last year by offering up to 
$1.3 billion in tax breaks 
and other incentives. 
Faraday hopes to distin¬ 
guish itself by branding the 
car less as transportation 
than as a tool for the con¬ 


nected class. 

“People’s lives are 
changed by their mobile 
devices, the way that we 
interact," Faraday spokes¬ 
woman Stacy Morris said. 


“The car industry hasn't 
caught up sufficiently. The 
car still feels like a place 
where you’re disconnect¬ 
ed.” 

Just what that means 
could hit the road as early 
as 2017, when Faraday has 
said it wants to bring a car 
to market. 

The timeline is ambitious, 
given that it typically takes 
automakers at least three 
years to go from concept 


to production — and that’s 
when they already have 
their factories up and run¬ 
ning. 

“Developing an elec¬ 
tric vehicle platform from 


scratch takes many years 
and doing it in 18 to 24 
months would be a prec¬ 
edent-setting event, if it 
could be done,” said John 
Gartner a director at the 
market intelligence firm 
Naviganf Research. 

Then again, Faraday was 
around for more than a 
year before its recent pub¬ 
lic coming out.

Tag Heuer, tech companies 
unveil $1,500 luxury smartwatch

two technology titans 
have combined forces to 
produce a computerized 
wristwatch billed as the 
"world's smartest luxury 
watch.” 

Tag Heuer CEO Jean- 
Claude Biversaid his com¬ 
pany has been building 
mechanical watches for 
155 years but knew little 
about building an Inter- 
net-connected device 
that younger buyers would 
want. So it partnered with 
Intel and Google in what 


he calls the “marriage of 
Watch Valley and Silicon 
Valley." 

Various manufacturers 
have made watches using 
Google's Android Wear 
system but they typically 
look more like mini com¬ 
puters on the wrist rather 
than a traditional watch. 
Luxury comes with a price: 
Tag Heuer Connected 
starts selling in the U.S. on 
Monday for $1,500. By 
contrast, the cheapest 
Android Wear watch costs 
$129. Sales in Japan begin 
next week and in other 


countries in Europe and 
Asia by the end of Novem¬ 
ber. Apple Wafch has a 
luxury edition, with a case 
made of gold, for $10,000 
to $17,000. The regular Ap¬ 
ple Watch starts at $349. 
The Tag Heuer Connected 
adopted the company's 
Carrera Calibre mechani¬ 
cal design and uses pre¬ 
mium materials, includ¬ 
ing titanium lugs and a 
scratch-resistant sapphire 
crystal screen. Straps 
come in a choice of seven 
colors.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market stumbled 
Monday as investors wor¬ 
ried that the global econ¬ 
omy could be slowing 
just as last week’s block¬ 
buster U.S. jobs report ap¬ 
peared to open the way to 
the first rate hike from the 
Federal Reserve in nearly a 
decade. It was the first no¬ 
table decline for the mar¬ 
ket in six weeks. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average lost 179.85 points, 
or 1 percent, to 17,730.48, 
slipping back into nega¬ 
tive territory for the year. 
The Standard & Poor's 500 
index lost 20.62 points, or 
1 percent, to 2,078.58. The 
Nasdaq composite fell 
51.82 points, or 1 percent, 
to 5,095.30. 

Investors continue to deal 
with the fallout of Octo¬ 
ber's unexpectedly strong 
jobs report, which greatly 
increased expectations 
that the U.S. Federal Re¬ 
serve is likely to raise short¬ 
term interest rates, which 
have been close to zero 
since the 2008 financial cri¬ 
sis. 

The Labor Department 
said U.S. employers creat¬ 
ed 271,000 jobs last month, 
more than the even most 
bullish of forecasts. The 
unemployment rate also 
dropped to 5 percent, the 
lowest in seven years. The 
surprising sign of strength 
could encourage the Fed 
to finally start to return in¬ 
terest rates to normal lev¬ 
els. 

“This all shows how Friday’s 
employment report pos¬ 
sibly changed the game,” 
John Briggs, head of fixed 
income strategy at RBS, 


investor Nelson Peltz.

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Strains of low oil prices apparent 
even at plush Abu Dhabi meeting

ABU DHABI, United Arab Emirates (AP) — On stage 
only a short time after the United Arab Emirates said 
it would increase its oil production despite low world¬ 
wide prices, the oil and gas minister of neighboring 
Oman didn't pull any punches. 

“This is (a) man-made crisis in our industry we have 
created.... And I think all we’re doing is irresponsible,” 
Mohammed bin Hama al-Rumhy said as his Emirati 
counterpart forced a smile next to him. 

Even among friends, the bottoming-out of oil prices, 
which are down more than 50 percent since the 
middle of last year, has strained both budgets and 
relationships across the Gulf and other oil-producing 
countries. 

And while Emirati officials at the annual Abu Dhabi In¬ 
ternational Petroleum Exhibition and Conference said 
Monday they believed prices will head back up into 
next year, others offered a more pessimistic view. 

“It’s a movement of an era of scarcity to one of abun¬ 
dance; it’s a movement from a world of unexpect¬ 
edly strong demand and tight supplies to a world of 
ample supplies — even oversupplies — and weaker 
demands,” said Daniel Yergin, vice chairman of IHS 
and the author of a Pulitzer Prize-winning book on the 
history of oil. “OPEC’s not the only balance of the mar¬ 
ket. The United States is back in the role of swing pro¬ 
ducer, a role it hasn't exerted in six decades,” he said. 
Fluctuating oil prices are nothing new, but this time 
the U.S. has found itself roaring back into the industry 
with the mass production of shale oil and reduced de¬ 
pendence on imports. 

U.S. shale, a weakening economy in China and other 
factors have pushed prices down. On Monday, Brent 
crude, a benchmark for international oils, was at 
$47.63 in London, down from well over $100 a barrel 
last year. While the U.S. production has dialed back 
due to low prices, even more oil will soon enter the 
market, including an expected flood of Iranian ex¬ 
ports once sanctions are lifted under a landmark nu¬ 
clear deal. Despite that, the Emirati energy minister 
said he believed prices would rise in 2016, even as he 
said his country planned to ramp up production to 3.5 
million barrels of oil a day from a current 2.9 million. 
The Emirates was the world’s sixth-largest oil produc¬ 
er in 2014, according to the U.S. Energy Information 
Administration. That 3.5 million barrel production will 
come in the “next two to three years,” said Abdulla 
Nasser al-Suwaidi, the director-general of the Abu 
Dhabi National Oil Co. “We are hopeful that we will 
see in 2016 ... a correction,” Emirati Energy Minister Su- 
hail Mohamed al-Mazrouei said. “Don't ask me how 
big, that's for the market to decide. Don’t ask me who 
is going to play that role. It’s not going to be OPEC 
only. This is an international effort. Everyone has a 
role to play.” But speaking in Qatar at the same time, 
Saudi Prince Abdulaziz bin Salman bin Abdulaziz, dep¬ 
uty minister of petroleum and mineral resources, cau¬ 
tioned against making too many cuts amid the swing 
in prices. “As we saw back in 2008, high oil prices 
proved to be unsustainable, and the price fell sharp¬ 
ly following the great financial crisis. But this works in 
the opposite direction," the prince said, according to 
a copy of his speech carried on the state-run Saudi 
Press Agency. “A prolonged period of low oil prices is 
also unsustainable, as it will induce large investment 
cuts and reduce the resilience of the oil industry, un¬ 
dermining the future security of supply and setting the 
scene for another sharp price rise.”Q

“There is a growing cry for 
Catalonia to not merely 
be a country, but to be a 
state, with everything that 
means,” said Raul Rome- 
va, head of the “Together 
for Yes” alliance. 

Catalan branches of 
Spain's ruling conservative 
Popular Party and the So¬ 
cialist and the Citizens op¬ 
position parties had filed 
appeals to halt the vote, 
but Spain's Constitutional 
Court ruled last Thursday 
that it could proceed. 
“You want to divide a 
country by raising a fron¬ 
tier within the European 
Union,” Citizens regional 
leader Ines Arrimadas told 
separatist lawmakers. 

The Constitutional Court is 
expected to quickly rule 
that the law is illegal, but 
the resolution specifically 
orders the regional gov¬ 
ernment not to heed the 
decision of Spain's high¬ 
est court. It gives the in¬ 
coming government 30 
days to start working on a 
new Catalan constitution, 
which would later be vot¬ 
ed on in a referendum by 
the summer of 2017, and 
begin establishing a new 
tax office and social secu¬ 
rity administration. 
Pro-secessionist parties 
won their majority in Sep¬ 
tember on the strength 
of just 48 percent of the 
vote. Anti-independence 
lawmakers say that denies 
separatists a legitimate 
democratic mandate to 
break away from Spain.

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Drought drives bears into California town in search of food

THREE RIVERS, Calif. (AP) 

-- Tourists and animal lov¬ 
ers hoping to see a bear 
in Sequoia National Park 
this fall probably stand a 
better chance of spotting 
one in this tiny town at the 
park’s entrance. 

Three Rivers is literally 
crawling with hungry 
bears driven down from 
the mountains by drought 
in search of food to fat¬ 
ten up for winter. Every¬ 
one seems to have photos 
of the creatures on their 
phones or anecdotes of 
encounters. 

Chas Haws’ eyes bugged 
out as he recalled his sur¬ 
prise coming face to face 
with a bear before dawn 
as he walked to Antoi¬ 
nette’s Coffee and Good¬ 
ies shop along the main 
road one day. 

He carefully stepped back 
as the bear reared up and 
then walked away. 

"He didn’t care about me 
at all,” Haws said. "I didn’t 
smell like a muffin - yet.” 
There’s no doubt a bear 
invasion is afoot in this 
town of 2,200 that is home 
to an eclectic mix of park 
employees, cattle ranch¬ 
ers, hippies, yuppies and 
artists. It is also a retreat for 
Hollywood types that in¬ 
clude Anjelica Huston and 
William Shatner. 

Most seem delighted by 
the visiting black bears - 
many brown and cinna¬ 
mon in color - lumbering 
through grasslands, trot¬ 


ting across roads or wad¬ 
ing through rivers. 

The four-year drought has 
shriveled the berry crop in 
the Sierra Nevada and led 
oaks on parched hillsides 
to produce fewer acorns, 
forcing the bears into the 
valleys carved by the 
branches of the Kaweah 
River that give this town its 
name. 

Water is plentiful and 


acorns carpet the ground. 
Gregory Lockhart had 
seen one bear in 27 years 
until this season. Now 
they’re fixtures on the golf 
course out his back door 
and have been spotted by 
the pool of a guest house. 
“The park is upon us now,” 
he said. 

One resident suggested on 
a town Facebook forum 
that people with guests 
seeking bears not bother 


winding up the road to 
the park. Others chimed in 
with suggestions of where 
to find them. 

A crowd formed recently 
outside the River View res¬ 
taurant to gawk at a bear 
up a tree. 

Bears have climbed on 
roofs for acorns and one 
was found exploring a 
bathroom under renova¬ 
tion in a house. A bear tore 


apart the outer walls of a 
resident’s pump house 
and a music studio to get 
at acorns a woodpecker 
had stowed in the siding. 
Quiet nights are interrupt¬ 
ed by air horns, banging 
on pots or a gunshot to 
scare off creatures known 
to forage 20 hours a day as 
they prepare for long win¬ 
ter naps. But some wonder 
if those shots are innocent. 
Jeff Beck heard dogs bark¬ 


ing in the middle of the 
night followed by gunfire. 
"People are shooting the 
bears, there’s no doubt,” 
he said. 

The Kaweah Common¬ 
wealth reported that bears 
have been illegally slaugh¬ 
tered, but game wardens 
dismissed it as far-fetched 
because of a lack of evi¬ 
dence, such as names of 
suspects, vehicle descrip¬ 


tions or dead bears, Lt. 
Doug Barnhart said. 

The account, however, 
has sown conflict between 
nature lovers and those 
who think it’s a tall tale. 
“I'm upset and sad, and I 
just question, ‘Why?’” said 
Kathleen McCleary, who 
noted a sense of outrage 
in some circles. "I don’t see 
any reason to be shooting 
them.” 

Darrell Fleeman was so dis¬ 


gusted with the story that 
he yanked his auto repair 
shop ad from the newspa¬ 
per. 

“Where’s the proof?” he 
said. “If that were the 
case, there'd be dead 
bears everywhere.” 

State game wardens 
haven’t had as many 
complaints in this area of 
central California as last 
season, when bears made 
it to the San Joaquin Val¬ 
ley cities of Visalia, Porter¬ 
ville and Bakersfield, Barn¬ 
hart said. 

Residents have legally 
killed bears that broke into 
cabins and cars in Spring- 
ville and Camp Nelson, 
about 25 miles south. 

In Three Rivers, bears have 
knocked over plenty of 
garbage cans and raided 
fruit trees and grape vines. 
They did a number on the 
apple orchard at Shat- 
ner’s Belle Reve ranch, 
said caretaker Sal Natoli, 
who added that he got a 
depredation permit to kill 
the culprits but didn't use 
it during the two-week pe¬ 
riod it was valid. 

The trees look “just like Ve¬ 
nus de Milo,” the armless 
ancient Greek statue, Na¬ 
toli said. 

Bear hunting season runs 
until Dec. 27 or when a 
statewide limit of 1,700 
bears is killed. The state 
hasn't come close to that 
figure since dogs were out¬ 
lawed in the hunt in 2013. 
Gunfire may not be the 
biggest challenge for the 
bears at this point.Q

As 
he makes his way through 
rural Mongolia to begin his 
journey, he sets the scene 
with 13th-century tales 
of Genghis Khan, whose 
Mongols sacked both Bei¬ 
jing and the seat of early 
Russian civilization, Kiev. 
The layers continue as 
Ziegler moves downstream, 
including Cossack con¬ 
quest in vast Siberia and 
an extraordinary meeting 
of thousands of emissar¬ 
ies of two of history’s most 
intellectually curious lead¬ 
ers, Peter the Great and 
the Kangxi emperor. The 
treaty they concluded in 
1689, the first between Rus¬ 
sia and China, was negoti¬ 
ated on such equal terms 
that the two sides used Lat¬ 
in as a neutral language.

How could this be?” he 
writes, then mucks around 
happily for the next 24 
pages. Much later on, he 
takes a look around Rus¬ 
sia’s oblast, or province, of 
Birobidzhan, “nothing less 
than the modern world’s 
first Jewish homeland.” 
Eventually, though, you do 
start to hope for some ac¬ 
tual modern-day mixing of 
Russians and Chinese. This 
book barely delivers. By 
the time the journey drifts 
into the current day, the 
Amur River bends north 
and leaves China behind. 
In a handful of pages be¬ 
fore he plunges with it to¬ 
ward the Pacific, Zeigler 
just hints at the wrenching 
change of fortunes for the 
two great powers over the 
past few decades.

These days, Russians in the 
remote borderland are a 
“population sliding into de¬ 
grading poverty,” trying to 
dismiss the lights and bustle 
of Chinese cities across 
the river as nothing but a 
Potemkin village, Ziegler 
writes. 

It will take another book, 
and a more focused jour¬ 
ney, to tell us more about 
how these sometimes 
prickly cultures really inter¬ 
act, not through the sweep 
of history, but in the gallop¬
